Sr. Pavt, Minu., Feb. 28.'The Pioneer-Press 
had an interview with a prominent furrier from 
Michigan at Miles City, who says that the buf- 
faloare becoming extinct ata rapid rate, and 
gives it as his opinion that of the. 80,000 killed 
near Miles City this season only 20,000 were 
slaughtered for their hides. Although the law 
of Montana prohibits the killing of buffalo for 
their hides only, this wholesale slaughter con- 
tithes, and to those on thé eXtreme front 
is quite a source of revenue, as the hides have 
brought this season from $2.26 to $2.74 each.

LEAVING LAWNFIELD, 

MewTor, O., Feb. . — Tue day whieh Gen. 
Garfleid has set for journey to Washington 
dawned bright and rfui, with the heavy mud 
of the preceding day dried or frozen, so that the 
paseage from Lawnfidld.to Mentor depot, a dis- 
tance of a mite and a half, was easily made in 
Carriages or on foot, which latter was the 
method of locomotion chiefly employed by the 
gentiemen visitors. Thece were flurries of 
snow during the forenoon, but at 12:40, the time 
fixed for the departure of the train, the air was 
crisp and clear, and almost the entire population 
of Mentor ahd neighboring villages, with many 
visitors from neighboring towns, friends of the 
family from distant eities, and newspaper men, 
were on hand to bid godspeed to the President 
elect. A large exoursion from Ashtabula and 
Painesville was at the depot. 

THE ROUTE, 
as announced by General-Manager J. D. Layne, 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, is as follows: The 
train will go by the Lake Shore Road to Ashta- 
bula, theace by the Pennsylvania Company's 
linés through Warren, Youngstown, and Pitts- 
burg, arriving at the latter city at 7:90 p. m. 
and reaching Washington early Tuesday morn- 
ing. The train is a special one, made up and 
manued by the Pennsylvania Company, BE. Ely, 
conductor; Dan Maguire, engineer. The Lake 
Shore Road, however. takes the trainto Ashta- 
buia. 

THE PARTY.

THE TELEGRAPH LINES, 

The damage done to tel ic fixtures 
throughout the city by Sunday's storm, though 
serfous, was not as great us might have been 
expected, the comparative immunity from dis- 
aster being due, us was explained by Col. J. J. 
S. Wilson, of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, to the suddenness in the change of 


the weather, 

„Jas sitting at the window here, watching 
the storm, yesterday utter goon.“ the Colonel 
said to a Tulnunt reporter, “and 't became ap- 
parent that danger was threatening. The rain 
turn to sleet, and the telegraph wires began to be 
coated with ice. At the same time the velocity 
of the wind increased, and the prospect was 
that the storm would be more disastrous to tele- 
graph fixtures than either of the two others 
which caused us trouble this winter. Happily, 
however, the change from rain to snow was 
made so rapidly that the danger was kept down. 
if it bad occurred less Suddenly the results 
would bave been very disastrous, as the stiff, 
gusty wind that was prevailing would have tried 
the fixtures very hard indeed. 

% They did suffer to a cortain extent, did they 
not?” the reporter asked. 

* Yes; the most extensive damage occurred 
on West Kinzie street, where & number of pres 
are down. The poles there are very high, Trees 
have been planted, and in order to please the 

ple the poles were raiged so that the trees 
would not be interfered With. At the place 
the damage occurred the poles are about sev- 
eoty feet in hight. When one of these tall 
fellows falls he generally carries the others with 
him, and such was pretty widely the case on 
Kinzie street yesterday. 1 

* Had you any trouble elsewhere? 

“Yes. Some of our poles along the Illinois 
Central Railroad came down. Down there near 
the luke the wires got heavily weighted with ice 
and several of the fixtures succumbed.” 

„Have you revovered from the storm yet“ 

“ Yes: our routes are all working, though we 
have not yet our full complement of wires in. 1 
have not yet looked up the full extent ot the 
storm, but I think it was somewhat local. The 
damage, the wind biowing direct from the north, 
was mostly confined to the televraphic lines 
runoing east and west, though se- 
eral breakages have occurred in those running 
north and south. Business went a little slow 
during the busy part of the day, but there will 
be no dilficulty in catching up as soon as the 
midday rush is over. We have a large force at 
work making the necessary 8 aod, as far 
as the public is concerngd, the lines are in capi- 
tal working on der. permanent repairs will, 
of course, take sume littie time to accomplish; 
the placing in position of large poles ata time 
of the year when the ground is frozen to the 
depth of three or four feet is not au easy mat- 
ter, yet un very sbort time the Kinzie-street 
lines will be in as good condition as before 
storm. 

At the office of the Beil Telephone Company, 
in The Tarsune building, the reporter was in- 


on  Thirty-tiret 
avenue ana Halsted strect, where the storm 
was much heavier than in any other part of 
the city. The Company bad some single wires 
down in different parts of the city, but the main 
damage was in the Thirty-first street line, which, 
being down, cut off the Steck-Yards from com- 
munication with the city. They expected to get 
things temperarily fixed up by this evening, but 
said that it would take several days to thor- 
oughly reorgan.ze the Company's Uxtures ou a 
satisfactory basis. 

The force of the wind which carried the 
Thirty-first street pole’ to the ground must have 
been tremendous. Stout and sound timbers of 
twelve inches diameter were sgapped as though 
pipe-stems, some Of them close to the ground, 
others near the top, and others half way between 
the ground and the wires. The gang sent tore- 
move the.débris on Thirty-first street succeeded 
in clearing that thoroughfare by 9 o'clock in the 
evening, which, conside the d.sastrous 
nature of the accident, wus very excellent work. 

During the progressof the repairs a young 
man named igzins while up a telegraph- 
pole, furty feet from the ground, was 
caught by the wind, which twisted him round 
and round the pole and all but broke the hola 
which he had upon it. He managed to retain a 


| grip upon the pole with bis left arm. but this 


was not sufficient to keep him iu position, and ne 
slid rapidly to the bottom, striking hard against 
the ground and tnjuring bimseit seriously. 

This was the third time thls “wititer, the man- 
ager said, that the wires had been curried down 
in this locality, the other storms baving caused 
damage almost as complete as mat they are at 
present seeking to ameliorate. 

Mr. Harkins, of the A. D. T. Company, in- 
formed the reporter that they had been very 
fortunate duriug 44 Storm, aud that o 
about fifteen out of their vast labyrinth of lin 
were notin working order when the storm was 
over. In the other two storms this winter the 
Company had not had a fixture broken, and they 
were cquaily lucky last Sunday. The few wires 
which had been broken were soon repaired, and 
by Monday morning every line wus iu full work- 
ing order, and no stoppage of work dad oc- 
curred and no complaints had been received 
from customers. 

At the American Union office the chief 
operator reported that the sieet-storm had 
caused them no trouble worth mentioning, and 
that they were working to all pointe as freely as 
they were ou Saturday night last. 

The storm did no dam to the fire-alarm 
wires,.only two “crosses” resulting from the 
blowing of the wind, and these were speedily 
remedied.

THE RAILROADS. 

The extent to which railroad trains were de- 
layed by the snow-biockades during Sunday 
nigut and yesterday was not as serious as had 
been anticipated. The storm seems to have con- 
fined itself principally to a belt about the head 
of the lake, extending west to the Mississippi, 
and about twice that distance east, not so far 
south, aud a little further north and northwest.

PROBABLE FATE OF REFUNDING. 

If there was reason yesterday for a aus- 
picion that the Funding bill might fall to be- 
come a law, there is much more reason for 
thinking so to-day. In the first. place, an- 
other day has passed without bringing the 
measure before the House as amended by 
the Senate. The working days in Congress 
are reduced practically to three. But it is 
not merely this new delay that makes the 
fate of the bill doubtful. There was a be- 
trayal yesterday evening when the ef- 
fort was made to reach the bill 
of a nervous disposition on the 
Republican side to obstruct its passage. 
Every effort at obstruction that has been 
made during the present session has suc- 
ceeded, and if the opposition to the Funding 
bill shall take that shape the same result 
may be anticipated. 

All affairs in Washington seem to be ar- 
rested for the time being to await some de- 
termination of the funding problem. Tele- 
grams keep pouring in upon Senators and 
Representatives from all parts of the coun- 
try to aseertain what the probable out- 
come will be. The more honest of 
the Congressmen have advised their anxious 
constituents to flip a penny as quite as 
ace urate a gauge as any other for reaching a 
conclusion.

BIMETALISM IN EUROPE. 

The London Times of February 14 gives 
expression to some alarm at the progress 
towards bimetalism now making in Europe, 
and undertakes to snow that this policy is a 
mistake. It refers to the general efforts 
making by the business classes in Germany 
in favor of the abandonment of the single 
gold standard and the adoption of bimetal- 
ism, and to the steps taken by the French 
Government) for calling a new international 
conferenee on money, and to the action of 
the Italian Government, which includes free 
coinage of filver as part of its policy of re- 
suming specie-payments. However disposed, 
the Times says, the world may be to smile 
at the notion of bimetalism being a remedy 
for monetary difficulties, there can be no 
question, it admits, as to the reality of some 
of the apprehensions respecting the present 
state of the money market. Among the 
causes of this apprehension there is a fear 
that the supply of gold from the mines may 
prove insufficient for the demands now made 
upon it, a result of which will be that trade 
will be checked and prices seriously contract. 
It is admitted that gold is for the time in- 
sufficiently supplied for the purpose of main- 
taining the money market in equilibrium.” 

The fact is pointed out that within the last 


two years the United States have absorbed 


no less than $220,000,000 of gold; the gold 
production of the United States, which is 
now about $30,000,000 a year, has all been re- 


tained in 187980, and in each of those years 


the United States have taken about $75,000,- 
000 of gold, mainly from Eggland and France. 
The ordinary consumption 6f England and 
the other. gold-using. countries is about 
$60,000,000 a year, and this exceeds the sup- 
ply obtained from ail the mines outside of 
the United States. The Times explains that 
when, in 1879, the American drain for gold 
began, the stock of that metal in England, 
France, and Germany was unusually large. 
„Money was then a drug. and the United 
States demand, which took some of it away, 
was rather welcomed than deprecated by 
those who had money to lend.” The drain 
for 1880 has been felt in a different manner. 
The Times says: 

There was little enongh to spare in the Bank 
of En d. and a sharp pressure seemed in- 
evita and would 24 have arisen 
but for the unexpected action of the Bank of 
France in letti its own reserves be drawn 
upon. The market a few months ago was ber- 
tainly Within a short distance of one of those 
stringencies which were so common while the 
indemnity was being paid from France to <Ger- 
mang and Germany was introducing a gold cur- 

— And in the immediate future the pros- 
s obviously one of increasing scarcity, The 
— of the Bank of France relieved the situa- 
tion fora moment, but .the former gauses con- 
tinue in operation, and the Bank of France, 
which almost always manages steadily and 
wisely, is likely to make an en dut 
surely to repienish its stock of gold. 

Much depends on the demand from the 
United States in the fall of 1881, and even a 
moderate demand from this country may 
have, it is admitted, a far greater effect than 
even the large demands of 1879 and 1880. 

The London paper endeavors to allay the 
apprehensions which may be felt under the 
prospective scarcity of gold, claiming that 
even an occasional or partial stringency may 
be productive of good in the way of repress- 
ing the present tendency towards inflation 
and speculation; it thinks that ho man en- 
gaged in “sound and steady trade need 
have any fear, but suggests that there will be 
much peril to “overtrading and excessive 
borrowing,” and, therefore, during the next 


four Fears, no one should enter into for- 


ward engagements except with the extremest 


care, and without an anticipation that the 
money market may de difficult when the 
borrowings come due.”’ 


Upon this strveture of facts it is claimed 


that England should not change from an ex- 
clusive gold to a bimetallic standard, but we 
fail to see the connection between the pre- 
mises and conclusions. It is conceded that 
the Bank of France, having a bimetallic 
curreney, has been able even within a short 
time, as if has always been, to relieve the 
scarcity of gold in England. Had it not 
been for this ability.of the Bank of France 
to spare some of its reserve to lighten up the 
British market, the stringency in the latter 
would have been not only severe, but of fre- 
qtent occurrence. Having but the one 
metal, England is forever exposed to the con- 
sequences of a scarcity, while in France, 
under the beneficent operations of bimetal- 
isi, any scarcity of gold increases the de- 
mand for the legally equivalent silver, which 
ine demand continues until the equi- 
libriune-of supply,is restored. , 
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equivalent for gold when the latter is dear 
aud searce. Great Britain upon the first 
alarm stretigthens her stock of gold by drain- 

ing Germany and ‘the smaller gold-using 
States; if Germany had the bimetallic sys- 
tem, her silver wonid fill the domestic mar- 

kets, leaving no monetary derangement 
at home, until the gold would in course of 
business return; but} having no -such 
system, the drain of gold. leaves her bare, 
and produces a serious scarcity under which 
the Government and the banks are driven to 
all manner of expedients, more or less costly 
and embarrassing to trade. This drain of 
gold may be made at any time, and so long 
as Germany fs unsuppliea with and protected 
by silver she is forever exposed to sudden 
and calamitous stringencies In France, the 
ease is di the reverse. There can be no 
such ‘ity in that country. As we have 
seen. she is prepared, whehever England is 
embarrassed for gold, to discount English 
bills to relieve that market and pocket the 
profits of the transactions. She is able to do 
this because her stock of gold is protected 
by an equivalent or greater amount of silver, 
having in France all the manetary and legal 
value of the gold. To produce a monetary 
stringency in France there must be an ex- 
haustion of both gold and silver, while any 
more than an ordinary drain of gold from 
the Bank of England puts the whole nation 
into a shiver, and compels it to become a 
borrower wherever there is gold to borrow. 
The Bank of France has, therefore, a perma- 
nent customer in the Bank of England for 
gold; the monometallic State is forever pay- 
ing the bimetallic State for the use of gold. 
In the monometallic State the shadow of a 
searcity of gold, the only coin, forever ‘hov- 
ers over the bank, keeping trade in a condi- 
tion of anxiety, compelling the bank to ad- 
vance its rates of discount, and reducing its 
accommodations upon every alarm. In the 
bhmetallic State there is always a supply of 
hard money; there can be no scarcity, be 
cause both are equally available for all do- 
mestic trade, and, haying more of both than 
it needs, it is in a condition to lend to its 
monometallic neighbor over the Channel all 
the gold the other wants to ward off the col- 
lapse or ease up the pressure which it is for- 
ever experiencing whenever there is call for 
gold for export. 

The theory suggested by a New York pa- 
per, that the absorbent powers of the United 
States for gold must soon be exhausted, pre- 
vails to some extent in England. No signs 
of such exhaustion are yet visible. All the 
surplus gold reaching the country in 1880 
has disappeared,—that is, it is not in the banks, 
nor in the Treasury. It has passed pri- 
vate hands and into private depositor 
There is room for more, and this surplus may 
continue to be thus Absorbed for several 
years to come before the point of “satura- 
tion“ will be reached. 

In the coming Conference, Germany, France, 
Italy, Austria, and the United States, and 
perhaps Russia, may be able to reach a satis- 
factory understanding as to the relative values 
and unlimited coinage of gold and silver, 
these values to be International. Bimetalism, 
thus sustained, may become perhaps embar- 
rassing to Great Britian, then substantially 
the only monometallic State of any * 
tude in Europe. 


THE BOER WAR. 

Another disaster has overtaken British 
arms in South Africa. A part of Gen. Colley’s 
forces have been routed at Spitzkop, not far 
distant from the locality of his recent dis- 
astrous encounters with the Dutch Transvaal 
marksmen, and Gen, Colley himself and 
many of his officers and 600 men have been 
killed. The events leading up to this dis- 
aster show that the English have fatally 
underestimated the strength and numbers of 
the Boers. Gen. Colley originally moved 
northward from Neweastle, in Natal, with 
the purpose of entering the Transvaal and 
relieving the garrisons there, which were 
seriously threatened by the Boers of that 
region. His command had only Peached 
Laing’s Nek, twenty miles distant, when it 
encountered the Boers. A battle ensued, 
which resulted not only in checking his ad- 
vance, but in compelling his force to retreat 
across the River Ingogo. As the river was 
badly swollen, the Boers had calculated that 
they would capture Gen. Colley’s force, but 
it forded the river that night, a few being 
drowned, and narrowly eseaped capture, 
as the next day the stream was a raging tor- 
rent. His troubles did not end here, for on 
his retreat towards Newcastle he had barely 
gone ten miles when another column of 
Boers encountered him at a place called 
Schain-Hoogte, who were seeking to cut off 
his communication with Newcastle.. The 
Boers attacked him with great flerceness 
and from adyautageous positions. Instead 
of retreating and awaiting. reinforcements 
Gen. Colley gave battle to them, and, after 
ah engagement of a few hours, during which 
six of his officers were killed and several 
hundred men were killed and wounded, he 
was again obliged to retreat. Fortunately, 
the Boers were unable to intercept the re- 
treat. He reached a place of safety, awaited 
reinforcements, and once more resumed his 
northward march with twenty-two officers, 
627 ivifantry, and the Naval Brigade. On 
Saturday last he occupied Spitzkop, a posi- 
tion on the mountains to the left of Laing’s 
Nek, the scene ef his former disaster. His 
position commanded thatof the Boers, and 
was certainly more advantageous than 
theirs. There was some desultary firing 
during the day, but no general attack was 
made until Sunday morning, when the Boers 
commenced the fight from below. At noon 
the battle raged furiously, and before night 
the Boers had forced their way up the mount- 
ain side in spite of the English artillery, 
drove them from their position, almost an- 
nihilating some regiments, and killing many 
officers, among them Gen. Colley himself. 
The remnant succeeded in retreating to their 
camp, some distance south of Laing’s Nek, 
which at last accounts they were engaged in 
fortifying. 

From first to last the English have been 
underrating the enemy with whom they had 
to deal. in the first place, the natural forma- 
tion of the country is in favor of the Boers. 
The fighting is not in the Transvaal, which 
is a comparatively’ flat region, but in Natal, 
and in that part of Natal which is very 
mountainous, as the Drakenberg Mount 
ulns, which divide the Orange Free State 
from Natal, put out their spurs in every 
direction and break the country up 
into hills and ridges, which offered the Buers, 
who are mounted infantry, admirable oppor 
tunities for harassing the English on every 
side and attacking them from hilltops under 
cover, whence, as they are admirable long- 
range marksmen, they pick off officers, 
horses, and gunners with such unerring aim 
that the English artillery is almost u 
able. It is said that during Gen. Colley’s 
tresh advance the fire of the Boers practically 
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done by men of the Sixtieth Rif Rifles.” An- An- 
other, writing of the battle at Schaln-Hoogte, 
says: “The two seven-pounders have not 
fired a shot for the last five minutes, nor is 
anything now seen of our reinforcements. 
The gunners are nearly all down.” And 
again: The casualties among the gunners 
are very heavy; over a dozen. wounded are 
lying around now, s ring themselves be- 
hind dead horses and limbers.” This is the 
burden of every correspondent’s letter, and 
shows that the English are contending at a 
fearful disadvantage in a hilly country with. 
long-range riflemen, Another mistake which 
seems to have been made by the English is 
in underrating the numbers of the Boers, for, 
since the Boers of the Orange Free State and 
of Natal have made common cause with those 
of the Transvaal, their force has grown very 
strong, and so numerous that they have been 
enabled to divide it up into several flying 
columns, which have harassed the English 
in front, in rear, and on both flanks. The 
salvation for the English appears to lie in de- 
lay until reinforcements have come up in 
sufficient numbers to make their force over- 
whelming, and then end the war at a blow.

The employment of children under the age 
of 10 or over that age without a certificate of 
proficiency or of previous due attendance 18 
prohibited unless the child is attending 
school in accordance with the factory acts 
or by by-law under the Education acts. 

The results of these laws have been highly 
satisfactory. The amount of school accom- 
modation has more than doubled since 1870. 
The enrollment has increased from 1,693,069 
in 1870 to 38,405,892 in 1878; and the average 
number in attendance from 1,453,531 in 1870 
to 2,980,204 in 1879. The following table 
shows the gain between 1870 and 1878, the last 
year for which we have complete satistics: 


The cost of public sehools in Great Britain 
was in 1870 but $4,200,000, and in 1879 $14,200, - 
000, or about three and one-half times as 
much. 

This astonishing growth of public educa- 
tion has been due mainly, of course, to the 
establishment of the school system per se; 
but the compulsory feature of the law has 
also been a valuable assistantin the work. 
ltappears from the Government report of 
1879 that in the eighteen cities of England 
the prosecutions for not sending children to 
school were as follows:

THOMAS TILLEY. 
HE WINS $13,000. 

The intelligence was received yesterday from 
Washington that the Supreme Court had given 
decisions in the two suits brought by Architect 
Thomas Tilley against the City of Chicago and 
against that city and the County of Cook jointly. 
These two suits were commenced before Judge 
Blodgett in August of 1878. The one again t 
the city was to recover $37,500 being the amount 
due him for services readered in preparing plans 
tor the new City-Hail, ana for his services as 
architect. The Council bad notified the Bourd 
of Public Works to adopt Tilley's plans and to 
proceed to build in accordance with them, but 
subsequentiy reconsidered its action and united 
with the County Board in the choice of Mr. Egan 
as architect. This case was tried in January of 
last year, and the jury.ret@rned a verdict 
in Tithey's favor for $14,000. The. city appealed 
the case, but the devision of the lower court was 
sustained, and the next ve iation bill wilt 
have to contain au item for Tilley’s benefit. 

The other suit was to recover the commission 
of 2 per cent on $2,200,000, the estimated cost of 
the construction of the Court-House. Tilley's 
claim was that his Eureka pian had been adopt- 
ed, and he selected as architect to erect the 
building. But when the case came to trial a 
year ago last January, be was unabie to produce 
any contract and was ndn-suited. The decision 
of the lower court was sustained in this case 
also, so that Mr. Tilley fails to recover the merger 
sum for which he sued.

KNOCKED OUT OF TIME. 

The bill drawn by the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, on the suggestion of the Supreme Court 
Judges, amending the lew relative to crimi- 
nal jurisprudence, was read a second time 
and discussed at length by Rockwell and 
Collins, of Cook. The latter gentleman 
claimed that the bill would keep a man in 
jail eighteen months, while the State was 
skirmishing around for witnesses. He cared 
not who backed such a bill or from whence 
it emanated, and moved to strike out the 
enacting clause. 

White, of Cook, wasin favor of the mo- 
tion. There was no use filling the jails in 
Cook County with criminals and keeping 
them there for months, only to be discharged. 

Rockwell said the bill was intended to

DEFECT IN THE LAW. 

At present a criminal must be brought to 
trial within three terms, which in Cook 
County means three months, and in other 
counties a much longer time. In cases where 
great crimes had been committed it took 
time to procure witnesses. It was in many 
instances an impossibility to bring cases to 
trial in Cook County. The time should be 
extended. The bill should be carefully con- 
sidered. 

The member from Cook made a good fight 
for the bill, but, by a vote of yeas 51 to nays 
37, the Collins motion prevailed, and the bill 
was knocked out of time. 

NO MORE BLANK WRITS. 

Rockwell’s bill, forbidding the issuing of 
writs in blank by Justices of the Peace, was 
read a second thne.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


A Visit to Edison’s New Officc—His 
Achievements and Plaus. 
New York, Evening Post. 

The Edison Electric Light Company is now 
comfortably settled in the fine old house at No. 
G Fitthy avenue, near Thirteenth street. 

All our experimental work is done, said Mr. 
| Edison's chief assistant. We are now ready to 

lay the light before the publie, and to fight all 
so-called competitors, You see all these other 

people who pretend to have an incandescent 
mp — 

* What are your first steps in getting your first 
district ready? 

“Our preliminary work in the district bounded 

by Spruce and Wall streets, Nassau street and 
the East River, consisted in canvassing the filty- 
one blocks Included in this area, and finding out 
just how much gas was used in every building. 
That knowledge gave us a notion of the size of 
the plant waich wouid be necessary to furnish 
electricity for that district. Within the last 
mouth we have made to every owner in the dis- 
trict the following proposition: 

“If we put in the wires and lamps ready for 
electric lighting, will the owner allow the light 
to be used for a certain time free of cost; and if 
at the end of that experimental time the owner 
is satisfied and prefers the new light to gas, will

| half a dozen refusals, and they came from per- 


sons interested in gas stock or from rival com- 
panies. The Company which is now lighting 
some offices in Wall street with lamps stolen 
from ue——” 

“ What difficulty do you ex ence in running 
wires through a house alfeady finished?’’ 

None whatever. We have devised means by 
which we can introduce lights all through a fin- 
ished house, putting the lamps in almost every 
conceivable position so neatiy that no one 
be abié to tind out where the wires run. ‘To. .a 
our wire along the cornice of a room we use an 
additional wood molding, whieh is hollow and 
contains the wires. Where it is necessary torun 
a wire down a wall we = a hole through the 
pluster at the cornice hind our molding and 
another hole at the pointin the wall where we 


intend to put our lamp. Then we drop our wire 
benind the plaster by means of a lead plummet, 
and fish it out of the lower hole. hen the 


house is ready for electricity, not a scratch or a 
wire is visible,—only an uddition4l molding to 
the cornice half un inch wide. Ot course, it is 
simpler and easier to put our wires through a 
new building, because we can tap them with ease 
at so vast a number of points. In Mr. V. H. 
Vanderbilt's new bouse at Fifth avenue and 
Fifty-second street we have laid wires for 1.000 
lamps. There will be 800 lights in Mr. W. K.Van- 
derbiit’s house, and nearly an equal number in 
Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt's house at Fifty-sev- 
enth street. One great advantage in the electric 
lignt will be that it will not be necessary to go 
down into the cellar to light it up. Before ieav- 
ing the kitchen the servant who bas charxe of 
the cellar and furnace will simply have toturna 
silver switch and she will tiad the cellar aii 
lighted up ready for ber. There will be no more 
groping for the gas-tixture, or the matches, or 
carrying candies or matches around the house. 
| The day of candies and matches is gone by. You 
can announce that nothing is easier than put- 
ting our wires into a house provided with gas- 
fixtures. But with the big, clumsy wires of that 
other compauy itis as much as a man's plaster- 
ing is worth to let those cables in. You ee 

Has the city given you the necessary fran- 
chise to begin work down towa ?” 

“Not yet. Weare gomg ahead just asif we 
hadit. They will have to grant us a temporay 
permit, and once the citizens see what we can 
do all the gas companies in the world will not be 
able to make us take up our wires. On the lat 
of March I will put my men at work wiring 
every building in our down-town district ready 
for thé current. 4 spring the gas companies 
will De doomed. e shall charge ubout halt the 
present price of gas and make money at it. By 
Edison’s system we get at leust seven lights out 
of every horse power. The Maxim lamps will——”’ 

Are you ready to put in wires in houses in 
any part of the city 7’ 

“No, not until we get our districts laid out. 
We accepted a few big new houses to please the 
owners. We are doing the Vanderbilt houses, 
Mr. Barney's house, and the house of R. H. 
Bishop, at Fifth avenue and Seventy-Orst street. 
For the present we shail confine ourselves to the 
down-town district, and when we come into 
competition with that Maxim lamp which com- 
pletely deceived.” 

“ If Edison's part of the work is done, why is 
he sending alt over the world for some new kind 
of bamboo?” 

* Because, although a commercial success, able 
to compete with gas, the lamp can be improved, 
and Edison wil! probably work at it ail bis life. 
We expect them to last six months on an aver- 
age, but Edison hopes to make them everlasting 
before he gets through with the probiem.”

LAWS. 


New Bulldozing Teetotalism—How All 
the Previous fron-Clad Edicts Were 
Evaded.

— oon pee Vt., Feb. 16.—The prohibitory 
laws of State enacted many years ago, with 
amendmeuts added at almost every subsequent 
pession, it is claimed have been made iron-ciad 
by the enactment at the recent Legisiature of 
two laws, known respectively as the “ Nuisance 
act” and the “Rumeeliers’ Pension bill.

The London Daily News of Feb. 12 says: M. 
Clement bas had a busy week hunting after 
trichinosed bacon imported from America. He 
made a great seizure in the house of a whole- 
sale dealer. Many tons of bacon were con- 
demned. Thepolice sanitary officers again warn 
the public to carefully eschew [it does not say 
‘chew’] bacon that is not very well 
cooked: because when once the trichina 
gets into the muscular tissues science is 
impotent to prevent death. American dealers 
should be careful, if they would not ruin the 
European market, to reject hogs fattened in 
close, dirty sties, or on corn which rats infest, 
The rat is probably the originator of the malady.” 

The advice to American dealers is very good, 
but impracticable. The packer, who buys sev- 
eral thousand bogs per day, takes each day the 
gatherings from hundreds of farms which have 
been bunched by purchasers in the country. He 
is as much unable to teil whether or not an indi- 
viduai hog has consorted with rats as he is to 
say what particular individual or individuals 
Will eat the flesh of a specified hog. The facts 
above referred to show also that it is absurd and 
unjust to seize “many tons of meat be- 
cause one piece is found to be affected 
with trichina as it would be to send all 
the inhabitants of Liverpool to the pest-house 
because one of them had been attacked by the 
small-pox. It may warrant careful scrutiny 
and thorough cooking, but not confiscation. It 
is one of the best established in the whole range 
of physiological facts that the trichnia cannot 
pass from one piece of dead meat to another. 
It only makes its way through living animal 
tissue. Hence presence of trichina ina 
piece of meat cannot possibly make any differ- 
ence to the coudition of aay or all other pieces 
of meat that may ne 
actual contact with 


far as trichina is concerned. ; Meanwhile it 
should never be forgotten that the people who 
want to eat pork meat never need have the 
ghost of afear of suspicicon from trichina, if 
they will see to it that the meat bas been in 
every part subjected to a boiling heat. Itshouid 
also be universally known that it is dangerous to 
eat u particle of any kindof meat unless that 


individual particle bas been subjected to a boll- 


ing beat. There te no more absolute safety in 
eating raw mutton or beef than in eating raw 
doubtedly greatest in the last-named case.

No. 5 Cugrrne Row, CHELSEA, Bed. 9, 1871.— 
Drak Sin: It is with reluctance that I write 
anything to you on thiasubject of female eman- 
cipation which is now rising to such a hight, and 
1 do it only on the strietcondition that Whatever 
IL say shall be private, and nothing of it get into 
the newspapers. The truth is, the topic, for 
five-and-twenty years past, especially for the 
last three or four, haw been a were sorrow to 
me, one of the most affecting provfs of the mis- 
ernbie anarchy that prevaiis in human society, 
and | have avvuided thinking ot it, except when 
fairly compelled. What little has become clear 
to me on it 1 shall nowendeavor to tell you. 

ln the rst place, then, I have never duubted 
but the true and noblesfunction of a woman in 
this world was, is, and forever will be, that of 
being a wife and helipmate to a worthy man, and 
discharging well the duties that devoive on her, 
in consequence, as nother of children and inis- 
tress of «a houschoid,—luties high, noble, silent- 
ly important as any that can fail toa human 
creature; duties which, if well discharged, von- 
stitute woman, in a sott, beautiful. and almost 


sacred way, the queen of the world, and which, | 


by ber natural fucuities, graces, strengths, and 
weaknesses are every way indicated as specially 
bers. The true desting of a woman, therefore, 
is to wed a mao she can love and esteem, and to 
lead noisejesly under his protection, with ul the 
wisdom, grace, and heroism that is in her, the 
life prescribed in consequence. 

It seems, furthermore, indubitable that if a 
woman mies this destiny, or have renounced it, 
she has every right, ore God and man, to 
take up whatever honcet employment she can 
find open to ber in the world. Prebably there 
are several or many employments now exclu- 
sively in the hands of men for which women 
might be more or less fit,—priuting, tailoring, 
weaving, clerking, etc. hat medicine is in- 
trinsically not unt tor them is proved from the 
fact that in much more sound and earnest ayes 
than ours, before the medical profession rose 


into being, they were virtually the physicians ‘ 


and surgeons as well as sick-nurses—all that 
the world bad. Their form of intellect, their 
sympathy, their wonderful acuteness of obser- 
vation, etc., seem to indicate in them peculiar 
qualities for dealing with disease, and evidently 
in vertain departments (that of female disease) 
they have quite peculiar opportunities of be- 
ing useful. My answer to your question, then, 
may be that two things are doubtful to me in 
this matter. 

1. That women—any woman who deliberately 
so determines—hbave a right to study medicine, 
and that it might be profitabie and serviceable 
to bave facilities, or at least possibilities, offered 
them for so doing. But 

2. That, for obvious reasons, female students 
of medicine ought to have, if possible, female 
teachers, or else, an extremely select kind of 
men, and, in particular, to have young women 
present among young men in anatomical classes, 
clinical lectures, or generally studying medi- 
cine in concert is an ineongrulty of the first 
magnitude and shocking to think of to covery 

ure and modest mind. 

This is all I have to say. and I send it to you 
under the condition above mentioned, as a 
friend for the use of friends.

IRISH AFFAIRS. 


Reign of Coercion Established—Specu- 
lations as to Its Kifect—The Expected 
Land Bill. 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—Mr. Forster, in order to 
maintain his own reputation, will be compelled 
to prove, with the Coercion bill in hand, that 
there was ample reason for demanding it. As 
the reign of law is supposed to be re@stablished, 
doubtless he will have full opportumties for 
trying its effects on the Irish tenants. Fortu- 
nately, summer is ahead. not winter. A mem- 
ber of Parliament asserted yesterday that over 
a thousand processes had already been served, 
and, as the wheels of the Queen's writ-machine 
will run now easily enough, evictions will follow 
and the consequent human misery in its old 
sickening aspect. 


REGRETS. 

The Vall Mail Gazette adds: “ It is impossible 
to conceal from ourselves the fact that we muy 
look for the exercise of their extreme legal rights 
by many of the landlords and on a very consid- 
eruble scale. If these rights are of a kind which 


the forthcoming Land bill takes away or modifies, 
and if they are pressed over auy very wide 
area under shelter of the Coercion act, then 
there will be stronger reason than ever to regret 
that the Land biil bus not preceded or accuni- 
panied the Coercion act. Parliament will in 
that case appear in the singular licht of having 
by its own:meusure enabled bad landiords to do 
exactly that which by another measure it de- 
» cided they ought not to be allowed todo. Mr. 
Forster may be satistied with dissipating the al- 
most superstitious belief that Mr. Parnell and 
bis benchmen were invincible and irresistible in 
the British Parliament. If this should prove to 
be the case Mr. Parnelt bas certainly given great 
assistance to the Gladstone Ministry.” The 
Spectator remarks to-day: “It is impossible to 
deny that in the great struggie st month Mr. 
Paruell completeiy fatled us a leuder. He bus 
failed in doing what he might casiiy have done 
from his own point of view, and he has failed in 
a manner which, though it does not yet seem to 
have impressed the Irish people, must soover or 
later—and probably much sooner than later— 
destroy any illusion with which his policy bas 
inspired them. The fuilure seems to us to be 
distinctly due to a certain almost technical pet- 
tiness of view not at all inconsistent with be- 
wiiderment of judgment, though it is apt 
to convey the notion of precision, uccuracy, and 
fixity of thought, Nothing has been more strik- 
ing throughout the Land- League agitation than 
the attempt made by Mr. Parnell to hit the line 
between wind and water in relauou to the ques- 
tion of legality. Mr. Parnell's principle in guid- 
ing the people bas been to try and teach them 
envugh legul finesse to enable them to inflict 
loss on the landlords without being punished for 
it, and to some extent no doubt he has suc- 
ceeded.” 


FAILURE. 

“But even in that on Sunday last he made a 
conspicuous failure. And in Parliament his 
failure latrerly has been still more unmistaka- 
ble. There, wo, his policy was too small, tox 
‘niggling,’ if we may Use au expressive word! 
During the last month Mr. Parnell seems to us 
to have committed as many Blunders as he has 
taken political steps.
